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Potential 
virus case 
still not 
confirmed 


Hollywood patient 
tested but public 
kept in the dark

A potential case of co- 
ronavirus disrupted emer- 
gency operations at a Holly- 
wood hospital on Friday, 
but nearly a week later, the 
Florida health department 
wont confirm even that a 
person was tested. 

The incident appeared 
significant: hospital work- 
ers told at least one fire-res- 
cue department not to bring 
anyone to Memorial Re- 
gional Hospital’s emer- 
gency room, and another 
department offered to wear 
masks. 

Health departments 
across the nation are di- 
vided on whether to inform 
the public when they are 
testing people who may be 
infected, and Florida has 
taken the side of withhold- 
ing that information from 
the public. 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, there are cur- 
rently 1 confirmed cases of 
2019 Novel Coronavirus in 
the United States, in Arizo- 
na, California, Illinois, 
Massachusetts and Wash- 
ington. 

Tests were pending on 76 
possible coronavirus cases 
across the United States as 
of Wednesday. The CDC 
does not indicate where in 
the United States those tests 
have occurred, but at least 
some of them have come 
from Florida. 

A week ago, Gov. Ron De- 
Santis said during an ap- 
pearance in Boca Raton that 
all tests for coronavirus in 
Florida were sent to the 
CDC in Atlanta and had 
come back negative. Still,

Romney cites ‘oath before God’ 
in bucking GOP on abuse charge

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump won 
impeachment acquittal 
Wednesday in the U.S. Sen- 
ate, bringing to a close only 
the third presidential trial 
in U.S. history with votes 
that split the country, 
tested civic norms and fed 
the tumultuous 2020 race 
for the White House. 


With Chief Justice John 
Roberts presiding, senators 
sworn to do “impartial jus- 
tice” stood at their desks to 
state their votes for the roll 
call — “guilty” or “not 
guilty” — in a swift tally 
almost exclusively along 
party lines. Visitors, includ- 
ing the president’s allies, 
watched from the crowded 
gallery. 

The chief justice read

bikes have been off-limits at 
the beach since June to give 
city officials time to come 
up with new safety guide- 
lines. That temporary ban 
would turn into a perma- 
nent one under a plan that 
won tentative approval 
Tuesday night. 

Two popular strolling 
areas downtown would also 


be off-limits: The Riverwalk 
and Las Olas from Andrews 
Avenue all the way east to 
Southeast 17 Avenue. 

The safety crackdown 
won't take effect until a final 
commission vote in weeks 
to come. 

Fort Lauderdale also 
wants to cap the speed of 
the rent-by-the-minute 
scooters to 12 mph. Electric 
bikes would cruise along 


faster, but not by much, with 
a speed cap of 15 mph. 

The new rules apply to all 
scooters and e-bikes, 
whether they are rented or 
privately owned. 

Even though the beach 
would remain off-limits, 
riders heading to the barrier 
island would be allowed to 
cross the Las Olas bridge.
